Summary of reasons for decision: 

The magazine Qub Confidential No. 186 March 2012 is an 'adult' publication made up of explicit 
sexual images of women and sexual encounters. The contents are presented entirely from a male 
point-of-view, and contain moderately degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements. 
Consideration has been given under s3(2) to phone sex advertisements that play on the idea of 
underage sex and to a few that refer to urination in a sexual context. Several very small black and 
white advertisements at the back of the magazine hint at products dealing with “forbidden” and 
“taboo” sexual practices. However, the text is circumspect. Qose inspection of images reveals 
little. Each advertisement is so small as to be likely to be overlooked by most readers, and as a 
group they are a tiny part of the whole magazine. The magazine does not promote or support, or 
tend to promote or support, the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual purposes, 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, or bestiality. 

The magazine is intended for adult readers and for the purpose of sexual titillation and arousal. 

There is a likelihood of injury to the public good of the magazine is available to children or young 
persons, who do not have the experience or maturity to deal with explicit adult sexual fantasies. 

The injury lies in the potential for the material to disturb or shock young viewers and to have a 
harmful effect on the development of sexual behaviour and attitudes. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of all the classification criteria. Restricting the availability of the magazine to 
adult readers is reasonable, justified and in accordance with the law, and is the minimum 
restriction that can be applied in order to prevent likely injury to the public good.
